TIDE LANDS. 


Supreme Court Upholds Title 
at Los Angeles Harbor. 


Nine Cases Involved in a 
Sweeping Decision, 


Patents of a Majority of 
Claimants Annulled., 


(BY A r. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMER) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dee. 20.—The 
right of the city of Los Angeles to 
the valuable tide lands of Los Angeles 
Harbor—a right vital to the munici- 
pal development plans of that city 
was affirmed today by the Supreme 
Court of California in a decision cov- 
ering nine cases and rejecting the 
contentions of the Southern Pacific 
Company, the Pacific Electric Com- 
pany, its eubsidiary, the San Pedro 
Lumber Company, and other ailied 
litigants. 

The purchasers of the tide land, in- 

cluding the Banning Company, must 
by this decision yield to the public 
easement over the land, which lies be- 
tween normal high tide and normal 
low tide, for the purposes of naviga- 
tion. 
The action was begun by the Attor- 
ney-General to annul the patents to 
the land. The most important point 
in the decision is that a sale of tide 
land, under the provisions of the po- 
litical code, does not divest the pub- 
lic easement for the purpose above 
stated. 

Existing wharf rights are not dis- 
turbed by the decision. 

A large part of the disputed land 
lay within two miles of the town of 
Wilmington, incorporated by a special 
act in 1872. The court held that this 
act put into operation the statutory 
reservation forbidding the sale of tide 
lands within two miles of an incor- 
porated town. All such land, there- 
fore, was withheld from sale until the 
repeal of the incorporating act in 
1887. 

The effect is to annul, absolutely, 
the patents of a majority of the claim- 
ants, although the land occupied by 
the Southern Pacific wharves and 
tracks is exempted, being more than 
two miles from Wilmington.

KINGSBURY'S STATEMENT. 

To the foregoing, Vice-President 
Kingsbury of the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company added that 
no plan for the disposal of the com- 
pany’s holdings in the Western En- 
ion had yet been considered. 

“You may rest assured,” he said. 
“that, however it is done, it will be 
done in absolute good faith. There 
will be a complete separAtion of the 
control.“ 

The holdings in question amount to 
about $29,000,000 par value, and were 
purchased, it is understood, at about 
$85 a share. Kingsbury indicated 
that there was no intention to dump 
the stock on the market and that 
every precaution would be taken not 
to do injury to Western Union stock- 
holders in disposing of this large 
amount of stock. A reasonable time 
has been given the company by the 
government to work out its plan, it 
was learned. 

Vail will resign as president of the 
Western Union, Kingsbury said, and 
other directors of the latter company 
who are directors of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, 
will also resign. Kingsbury thought 
that the reciprocal arrangements be- 
tween the two companies in respect 
to telegrams received and delivered by 
telephone might be continued. 

Clarence H. Mackay, president of 
the Mackay companies, which con- 
trols the Postal Telegraph Company 
and the Commercial Cable Company, 
rivals of the Western Union and the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, issued the following state- 
ment this afternoon: 

“It has been a bitterly fought con- 
test. The result is a gratifying solu- 
tion of the whole trouble. We hope 
and believe it will work out so that 
no further cause for complaint may 
exist, either on the part of the public 
or on our part. Anybody with any 
perspective at all could have seen 
during the past few years that there 
would be an end to a huge combina- 
tion whose chief purpose was to 
throttle competition in order to con- 
trol and monopolize. 

“We feel grateful to the adminis- 
tration and particularly to Atty.-Gen. 
McReynolds for the result. The De- 
partment of Justice took the matter 
up on its own initiative and without 
any attempt to shift or evade re- 
sponsibility, the Attorney-General has 
brought about this complete solu- 
tion.

COURT UPHOLDS 
EMINENT DOMAIN 


Railroad Commission Powers 
Practically Supreme. 


May Make Awards Without 
a Jurys Intervention,

Ruling Affects Independent 
Telephone Companies,

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 20.—In 
holding today, that the order of the 
State Railroad Commiasion directing 
the Pacitic States Telephone and Tele- 
staph Company to make physical con- 
nection with independent telephone 
companies in Tehama and Glenn 
counties was illegal, the State Su- 
preme Court conceded to the com- 
mission the right of eminent domain 
and held that the board may make 
awards without the intervention of 
a jury, but that payments must be 
made in advance. 

The court held that the commis- 
ons order resulted in taking away 
property from the Pacific States Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company with- 
out due process of law and is, there- 
fore, void. The effect of the decisiot 
is to render inoperative a part of the 
public utilities act which gives the 
commission the right to regulate the 
affairs of the telegraph and telephone 
companies and force the joining of 
companies for the public good. 

Just previous to the decision, the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company, the parent organization of 
the Pacific States Company. offered 
voluntarily to permit connections and 
the use of its lines to independent 
concerns. 

The Railroad Commission had fixed 
rates which the Pacific company 
might collect from subecribers of the 
other companies for using tts long 
distance lines, but it was conceded 
that no compensation had been pro- 
vided for in the ruling compelling the 
Pacific company to share its wires 
with rival organizations. 

The decision was written by Jus- 
tice Henshaw. 

JUSTICES SPLIT.

foreed to take Florida oranges for the 
holidays because shipments of Call- 
fornia oranges closed the first of the 
month. About thirty cars of Florida 
oranges are arriving dally. The best 
Florida oranges from first hands range 
from $2.50 to $3.25 a box. The boxes 
run from a hundred to a box 
to 350. A comparison of California, 
Florida and Porto Rice citrus fruit, 
principally oranges, for 1912-1913 is 
interesting. Total receipts of Califor- 
nia oranges in New York City for 1912 
to December 16 was 2,007,738 bomes, 
and during the same time in 1918 only | 
772,283 boxes came. This great fahl 
off was caused by a heavy fresse 
in California over a year ago. The 
season of 1914, which began Decem- 
ber 1 in California fruit, will probably 
show nearly as many oranges for New 
York asin 1912. Florida made up this 
year for some of the shortness of the 
California crop in 1912. From Jan- 
vary 1 to December 18, 1912, total 
receipts of Florida citrus fruit in New 
York was $68,536 boxes, while during 
the same period this year they were 
1,781,711 boxes, about double that of | 
1912. Porto Rico receipts in New York 
from January 1 to December 18 this 
year were 608,913 boxes, compared

The liquor question goes on the bal- 
lot next year for the consideration of 
the people of the State. 

Sixty-six thousand names were filed 
yesterday in a petition offered by the 
California Dry Federation demanding 
a vote by the people, according to the 
statement last night of Fred Freeman 
Wheeler, who has engineered the 


campaign. 

Only 30,000 names were required 
on the petition, but more than this 
number were obtained from this coun- 
ty alone—36,000—and Wheeler said 
he had advices that in other parts of 
the State at least 30,000 more names 


were filed yesterday. . 

Wheeler asserts that al efforts 
were made to have none but perfectly 
good names—that is, men and women 
with citizenship and residential rights 
—on the petitions, and that with the 
large number filed there can be no 
doubt but that enough have been se- 
cured to assure the calling of the elec- 
tion. 

“We consider this a wonderful vic- 
tory. said Wheeler, “not only be- 
cause we won over the recent con- 
vention delegates to immediate ac- 
tion, but because the sentiment dis- 
played in our campaign for names on 
the petition showed that the people 
are ready to fight against the liquor 


“I do not anticipate ogposition 
from the Anti-Saloon League, which 
gave us such a fight on the conven- 
tion floor, for I believe their stand 
was not so much opposition to us but 
to fulfill possible promises with other 
interests to carry out prearranged 
plans. Of course they had cherished 
plans, and they must have been dear 
to them, from the way they defended 
their position. 

“But we have been promised that 
if we get the matter before the pub- 
lic in an election they will give us 
their hearty support. This we have 
now done, for I lieve the names I 
filed with Mr. McAleer yesterday will 


prove enough for the required ends. 
“There he believe that 


half-way measures would be best, but 
we have found by experience that we 
can't draw the line short of total ab- 
stinence, and we will have to win that 
way or not at all. We don't want 
Uncle Sam to be a partner in the 
liquor business and we believe we 
have found a way to supply the sub- 
stitute in our revenues by the income 
and the inheritance taxes.

and bewildered shepherds, and much 
more which tradition, in those sim- 
ple folk stories, had woven around 
the Nativity. 

The universality of the appeal was 
strikingly apparent—no need for 
those young Greek to understand the 
spoken word, “they heard in their 
own language” the narrative of the 
Savior’s birth, and for the time their 
longing for home was stilled. 

The scripture narrative of the birth 
of Christ was read while the charac- 
ters in the play, based on similar 
representations in Brittany and other 
parts of Europe, were assembling in 
the rear of the auditorium, the house 
being only dimly lighted.

URY ACQUITS 
WOMAN ’S PROTEGE. 


Formerly Employed by Her, to Try 
and Clear Mystery of Crime on

TOMS RIVER (N. J.) Dec. 20.— 
Joseph Moriarty, also known as wil- 
liam J. Leehan, was acquitted by @ 
jury today on the charge of murder- 
ing Mrs. Caroline Turger, wife of a 
gardner on the estate of George 
Gould, at Lakewood, N. J. 

Judge James Minturn, in his 
charge to the jury, drew special at- 
tention to the testimony given by Eli 
Goldberg, who said that Detective 
Jamison had told him that Moriarity 
had been arrested for the crime that 
the reputation of the detective agency 
might be saved. He also pointed out 
that the agency had been employed 
to get evidence against a suspect. 

Mrs. Turner, the State contended, 
was slain April 29, 1911. She was 
last seen alive by friends while en- 
tering the pine woods at the end of 
Lakewood’s main street. Her vody 
was found the next afternoon with 
the skull crushed. A seven-foot club 
lay near by. 

The defense advanced the theory 
that Mr. Turner had died as the re- 
sult of an automobile accident, or 
was the victim of violence at the 
hands of an automobile party. Mori- 
arty, who left Lakewood not long 
after the crime was committed, was 
arrested April 3, 1913, at Ft. Lee, N. 
J. Shortly afterwards Mrs. Jasper 
Lynch, a society woman of Lakewood, 
began to interest herself in the case 
and engaged counsel for Leehan, 
who was her stenographer at one 
time. Mrs. Lynch attended every ses- 
sion of the trial. She said today that 
she would make an effort to clear up 
the mystery.

This is the gist of an opinion 
handed down by Judge Finlayson yes- 
terday in the damage suit brought 
by C. D. Magee, Jr., of No. 212 West 
Third street, against the Western 
Inion Telegraph Company. The com- 
pany demurred to the complaint and 
tthe court sustained the demurrer. 
After running down numerous au- 
thorities, Judge Finlayson found that 
the question as to whether damages 
for mental anguish can be recovered 
under these circumstance had never 
been passed on by the Supreme Court 
of this State. 

The courts of other States are di- 
vided upon the question, a majority 
opposing the allowance of damages. 
The better reasoning, Judge Finlay- 


lowed by the majority of the courts 
that at common law such damages are 
not recoverable and that there is no 
statute in this State changing the 
common rule.

ERUSALEM OF TODAY. 

Comes again the season of the year 
when the thoughts of all Christendom turn 
to the city of David, which is called Bethle- 
bem, where Jesus was born, and to Jerusa- 
lem where He preached and suffered. The 
Jerusalem of 1900 years ago was totally de- 
stroyed after the Jewish revolt of A.D. 66. 
The Jerusalem of today, with its tourist ho- 
tels, its stores and religious and educational 
institutions is in striking contrast to the 
city over which Pontius Pilate ruled, but it 
needs a Col. Gorgas to make it sweet and 
clean. 

The twentieth-century Jerusalem has a 


population about equal to that of the five 


Southern California cities of Pasadena, 
South Pasadena, Alhambra, Sierra Madre 
and Monrovia. The United States main- 
tains a consul there who rejoices in the 
name of William Coffin. He has just made 
a report to the Bureau of Foreign and Do- 
mestic Commerce at Washington which is 
of unusual interest as Christmas returns. 
Southern Californians who welcome so 
many tourists at this glad season of the 
year and who raise so many oranges which 
adorn Christmas tables may have over- 
looked the fact that the Jerusalem consu- 
lar district depends in no small measure 
upon the tourist trade and also is cultivat- 
ing oranges to a steadily increasing extent 
each year. The tourists are responsible 
mainly for the mother-of-pearl industry 
which flourishes at Bethlehem and which is 
used in the making of religious souvenirs. 
America sends more tourists to the Holy 
Land than any other country, and there- 
fore quite a percentage of the mother-of- 
pearl souvenirs find their way to this coun- 
try. For oranges, however, Americans de- 
pend upon California and Florida. There- 
fore, the 1,418,000 cases of the fruit pro- 
duced in Palestine last year and valued at 
$1,380,000 found their way to England, Rus- 
sia, Germany and Austria. The Palestine 
growers are endeavoring to find other mar- 
kets. The American consul notes that 
there is need for more effective co-operation 
in order that deliveries during the season 
may be regulated and prices maintained at 
a better level. It would appear, therefore, 
that the orange growers of Palestine could 
obtain many hints from the citrus associa- 
tions of Southern California. 

It has been remarked by American visi- 
tors to Jerusalem that though the climate 
is not unhealthful, the unsanitary conditions 
of the city, its filthy streets and the man- 
ner in which the population crowds together, 
result in a heavy death rate. It seems 
strange that though dirt is so manifest, the 
largest manufacturing industry in Palestine 
should be soapmaking. Some of the manu- 
factories are located not far from Jerusa- 
lem, and they ought to 2 a larger home 
market instead of sending the soap to 
Egypt to cleanse the Egyptians, descend.

HE PRESIDENT’S IDEAS. 

President Wilson's ideas about addt- 
tional anti-trust legislation are being per 
mitted to percolate into publicity. 

From latest information about them it 
appears that they include four principal 
propositions, namely: 

Definition of the forms of monopoly and 
restraint of trade, which must be “conclu- 
sively deemed unreasonable and unlawful.” 

The placing upon defendant corporations 
of the burden of proof that they are not 
violators of law. 

Prohibition of interlocking directorates. 

Establishment of an interstate trade com- 
mission, a counterpart of the interstate com- 
merce commission. 

It has been previously pointed out that 
definition of unlawful practices would re- 
strict the scope of the law and make op- 
portunity for evasion. It would restrict the 
law's prohibition to certain specified means, 
and leave it imperative if the objectionable 
purpose were accomplished, or sought to 
be accomplished, by means not specified, 
says the Journal of Albany, N. Y. 

The placing of the burden of proof upon 
the defendant is taken from French legal 
procedure. In France an accused person 
is deemed guilty until he has proved him- 
self innocent—an inheritance from revolu- 


tionary days. In this country, as in Eng 
land, the rule has always been, and justly | 
so, that a defendant must be considered in 
nocent until he is proved guilty. American | 
and English justice demand that. 

Prohibition of interlocking directorates, | 
within reasonable limits, might be produc: | 
tive of good results. 

Viewing the condition of the railroads un- 
der the arbitrary power conferred upon the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, one is in- 
clined to look with apprehension upon the 
proposition that industrial business shall 
be made subject to like arbitrary power. 

And the President is said to have in mind 
government ownership of the telegraph and 
telephone business. Postmaster General 
Burleson's annual report just made public 
so recommends. However, it is likewise 
said that the enormous cost of this further 
step toward paternalism, socialism, causes 
the President to refrain from undue haste 
toward realization of that idea. 


The President's mind is fairly bubbling 
with “progressive” ideas—-Presidential pri- 
maries, more anti-business legislation and 
government ownership. What next? ; 


interest rates, but it is a delusion to im- 
agine that Congress by passing a banking 
and currency law can create confidence in 
the stability and profitableness of invest- 
ments, or can create enterprise and ac 
tivity in business, or can enable the peop!e 
permanently to obtain bank credite at a 
lower rate than is warranted by interna- 
tional monetary conditions. 

The immediate effect of reducing the re- 
serve requirements of banks by law 31s 
likely to be the export of gold no longer 
needed as bank reserves. There would also 
probably be some expansion of loans in 
certain sections of the country, especially 
in the South and the West, and by the less 
conservative banks throughout the coun- 
try. Ultimately gold ‘would be exported 
and bank credits in the aggregate would 
be expanded until the reserves held by the 
banks and their credit power had been re- 
adjusted according to the new conditions 
and the lower reserve requirements under 
the law. The ease of the money market 
resulting from the reduced reserve require- 
ments would be only temporary. 

The principal function of the proposed 
Federal reserve banks should not be to ex- 
pand bank credits in normal times or in 
periods of depression, but it should be to 
check over-expansion and to hold part of 
the potential supply of bank credit in re- 
serve for periods of extraordinary business 
activity or of financial stringency. At the 
present day the excess of exports over im- 
ports of the United States is greater than 
ever before, there is very little speculation 
in the country, and business generally is in 
a state of relative depression. 

If money is tight under these conditions 
the cause is not due to banking and cur- 
rency conditions in the United States. The 
true cause is the condition of the interna- 
tional money market, which does not war- 
rant imports of gold and the consequent 
increase of the reserves and credit power 


of the banks, notwithstanding the high in- 


terest rates prevailing in many places 
(though not all-—-Los Angeles, for instance, 
on A-1 securities.) 

Banking legislation resulting in cxports 
of gold or in an expansion of bank credits 
under these conditions would weaken our 
whole structure of bank credits and would 
diminish the ability of the banks to grant 
additional credits when business revives by 
natural means—not by the always dan- 
gerous “easy money” conditions. Has 
money” means rash speculation and rash 
speculation ends in bankruptcy. There are 
cases in point before us at this writing.

DUBLIN, Nov. 18.—W. B. Yeats, 
the famous Irish poet, startled the 
whole of Dublin the other day when, 
before the Irish branch of the Psy- 
chical Research Society, he gave his 


He stated that he had commun 
cated with ghosts in no les than five 
different languages—Greek, Hebrew, 
latin, Irish and Welsh. His method, 
however. of discovering the nature of 
ghosts, was both original and refresh- 
pingly simple. He just asked them who 
and what they were, and got replies 
which were, apparently, perfectly sat- 
isfying to him. The spirits said that 
they are merely men without bodies. 

In dreams. too, Yeats showed that 
he is capable of higher things than 
are ordinary, prosaic individuals. 
Most of us just dream and one of our 
dreams is not much Aifferent from an- 
other except in incident. But Yeats 
has accomplished some kind of super- 
dream, of which the chief character- 
istic is intense light. When he has 
attained to this state he sees land- 
scapes and other beautiful things. No 
wonder he is a poet!

“SOCIAL DEMOCRACY MEANS 
MOB GOVERNMENT.” 
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Correspondent Takes as Text of 
Review of Conditions in Labor 
World Secretary Wilson's Asser- 
tion as to Ownership of Property. 
Predicts a Crisis. 


MARQUETTE ( Mich.) Noy. 26.—{To 
the Editor of The Times:] It is ap- 
parent that President Wilson is playing 
for the leadership of a social Democ- 
racy. The Secretary of Labor evidently 
expressed the views of the adminis- 
tration at Seattle. No reprimand has 
been given, but, on the contrary, this 
ridiculous Secretary was allowed to go 
to Colorado and “butt in” on the coal 
strike there. 

Business has called me to the upper 
peninsula of Michigan and I have 
heard all sides of the labor trouble 
here. If a majority of the voters 
really approve the stand of the ad- 


ministration with regard to the cop- 
per strike in this section, the days 
of a free republic might almost be 
said to be numbered. I have been in 
all of the great mining camps in the 
United States, and in none of them 
has the comfort and welfare of the 
men received so much conside on 
as at the copper mines of Michigan. 
The ment had agreed to short- 
en hours, but refused to recognize the 
unions or accept dictation. The men 
were well paid, comfortably housed, 
and worked under more favorable 
conditions than in any mining camp 
I know. Higher wages are paid in 
Colorade, Nevada, Montana and Ari- 
zona, but it costs much more to live 
in those States, and few companies go 
to the expense of bullding houses for 
their men, ag is done here. If they 
did, they would charge more than $1 
per month per room, the@rice in the 
copper country. 

The strike here was practically set- 
tled until this remarkable Secretary of 
Labor in a public speech made in a 
labor-union meeting, notified the men 
that the administration which he rep- 
resented was back of them in their 
fight, and threatened that if the com- 
panies did not surrender to the agi- 
tators, proceedings would be taken at 
Washington to take their mines away 
from them. This Secretary of Labor 
is a Socialist, or worse. His talk 
about ownership of property being a 
mere question of law, and the threat 
that if the owners of property do 
not do as the majority dictates, the 
laws regarding ownership would be 
changed, is New Zealand politics with 
a vengeance. But it evidently is 

to by the President and the 
members of his Cabinet. 

To the strikers in the copper mines 
of Michigan this kind of talk is con- 
vincing. It is interpreted to them by 
the agitators and they believe it pos- 
sible, if they can hold out, to be able 
to dictate, or, failing that, that the 
companies will be dest by the 
government. The striker Are mostly 
Finns, Croatians, Austrians, Italians 
and others, who do not understand 


want only strength and leadership to 
become anarchists. The com 

were to blame for employing them, in 
the first place, and to a certain extent 
deserve this trouble, and I believe that 


ps. 
Labor were to agitate for laws pre- 
venting any laborer going under- 
ground who cannot speak or under- 
stand the language of the shift boss, 
it would confirm their Americanism, 
but they would have no organization 
in Michigan. This empleyment of 
large numbers of foreigners who stick 
to. their own language and refuse to 
allow their children to attend Amer- 
ican schools creates a dangerous situ- 
ation. Their ideas of property rights 
are uncertain, and some of them be- 
lieve that by retaining possession of 
property a short time it will belong 
to them. And this member of the 
Cabinet tells them to follow the lead 
of the labor agitators, and they will 
win or the companies be destroyed! 

It ia not all dividends in the cop- 
per mines of Michigan; only eight out 
of seventy-two companies pay any at 
all, and they are decreasing. Attack 
has been made on the Calumet and 
Hecla, because its peculiar deposit 
(conglomerate) has enabled it to pay 
$121,000,000 in dividends; but the 
critics fall to consider that sixty-four 
companies have expended over $500,- 
000,000 and received only $81,000,000 
in dividends. Socialism would seize 
the profitable mines and take the 
benefit and let the stockholders lose 
on the less fortunate locations with- 
out recompense. No mines at all 
would be opened, or work for labor- 
ing men furnished, with such a con- 
dition. The other day, while at 
Hoyleton, I was informed that the agi- 
tators were talking Secretary Wilson's 
treason to the foreigners in their 
lodge-rooms, and today the following 
news appears in the Upper Mich 
papers: 

“The rumor of yesterday that the 
federation speakers are claiming im- 
pending government ownership of the 
copper mines was affirmed today. A 
mine superintendent is authority for 
the statement that all of the strikers 
from hie mine believe that the United 
States government shortly will own 
the copper mines of Michigan. The 
strikers make this statement and seem 
to believe it implicitly. One of them 
today told a mine official that he had 
better hurry to join the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners, as the government 
was going to take charge of the mines 
and would employ none but Western 
Federation members. The strikers 
seem to have so much confidence in 
this claim of the leaders that they 
are giving evidence of a determina- 
tion to remain on strike stronger than 
ever. But the mines continue to im- 
port men, to increase their dally rock 
production. This strike has brought 
out examples of some peculiar men- 
tal processes.” 

1 can see only one result of this 
action. The copper mines are import- 
ing thousands of men and the Calumet 
and Hecla has all its wants already. 
The other mines will do the same, 
and by spring there will be several 
thousand ignorant foreigners in an in- 
hospitable, cold country steeped in 
Socialistic and anarchistic stew, des- 
perate and reckless, and ready to fol- 
low any fool leader to desperate deeds. 
If riot and bloodshed occur ft will 
be able to be charged directly to 
President Wilson, as he is responsible 
for the action of his Cabinet officer. 
President Wilson is a “nice” man, but 
a political coward. If the poor dupes 
in Michigan become desperate he 
would not dare enforce order after

Property Owners of Vernon Alive to Need of Indus- 
trial District Near Heart of Los Angeles—Nine Pros- 
pering Plants Established in that Suburb During Past 


NE of the industrial suburbs in 
0 which Los Angeles takes a justi- 

able pride is the city of Vernon, 
situated south and east of the main 
part of the city and lying just south 
of Washington street and east of Ala- 
meda street. The property owners of 
about 1200 acres decided several years 
ago that on account of the property 
they owned being located adjacent to 
that portion of Los Angeles reserved 
as a manufacturing and industrial dis- 
trict, their holdings could be most 
profitably used for industrial purposes 
and in order that the various indus- 
tries could be enabled to operate with- 
out unnecessary restrictions that 
would hinder their business, the town 
of Vernon was incorporated, soleiy for 
the purpose of catering to the manu- 
facturer. A district of about 400 acres 
east of Santa Fe and north of Vernon 
avenues Was restricted for oil refin- 
eries, slaughter-houses, stock yards 
and other industries that throw off 
more or leas odor and create more or 
leas fire hazard, while the rest of the 
city of Vernon is fast being built up 
with modern factories and industries 
of a varied nature. 

The location of Vernon, two miles 
from the heart of Los Angeles,’ has 
made it a harbor for small, as well as 
large, manufacturers, seeking a close 
market. The district is supplied with 
natural ges from the Midway gas 
field, and the Pacific Light and Power 
instalied a large 


Fresno county direct to the manufac- 
turing plants. 

Among the plants erected in Ver- 
non in the past twelve months is that 
of the Southern Board and Paper Mill 
Company, on which Peter Brown and 
associates are said to have spent 
$300,000. One hundred men operate 
the plant twenty-four hours a day 
and turn out about forty tons of fin- 
ished product daily. The plant uti- 
liges the Waste paper of Los Angeles 
and other cities in the manufacture 
of card board products, 

The Pacific Coast Planing Mu 
Company, for years located at Sixth 
and Mateo streets, found the ground 
it oceupied too valuable and on July 
1, this year, purchased twelve acres 
in Vernon for a new plant. The main 
bulldings of the planing mill now in 
operation cover $0,000 square feet of 
floor space, the building being of steel 
frame and sheet iron construction, 
The improvements, with the ground, 
represent a total investment of about 
$250,000. 

The Pacific Coast Planing Mill Com- 
pany does a genera! planing mill busi- 
ness and has large contracts with the 
Pacific Tank and Pipe Company, 
which has purchased a location of 
three acres in the adjoining block and 
has improved this with warehouses 
and facilities to make shipments of 
wooden pipe, wooden tanks and cya- 
nide plants. These plants have on 
their payroll about 175 men. 

IRON WORKS MOVING. 

The Uniog Iron Works, for years at 
Palmetto and Molino streets, by tea- 
son of a large increase of ousiness 
and the necessity for larger quarters, 
is moving its plant to Santa Fe ave- 


nue, in Vernon, upon a fine site of 


thirteen acres. Workmen have been 
busy on the new site for the past 
twelve months, putting in heavy foun- 
dations for heavy compressed alr 
hammers and traveling cranes. This 
concern has on its payroll from 100 to 
200 workmen, and will be completely 
housed by February. Its plant ig cost- 
ing about $250,000. 

The Perfex Automobile Truck Com- 
pany, until recently located at Jeffer- 
son and Main streets, has just com- 
pleted moving into a new location ad- 
jacent to the Union Iron Works and 
is now turning out automobile trucks 
daily. From twenty-five to forty ma- 
chanics are now employed. 

The Griffin Car Wheel Company of 
Chicago, of which T. A. Griffin is 
president, and the largest car wheel 
manufacturer in the United States, 
putting out, as it does, about 60 per 
cent. of this product used, purchased 
a site on Santa Fe avenue in 1911. On 
Griffin's trip to Los Angeles two 
weeks ago he gave n instruc- 
tions, and contracts have been award- 
ed for a $250,000 car wheel foundry, 
which is to be in operation by July 
1, 1914. This plant will employ about 
300 workmen, it is said, and will be 
one of Vernon's leading enterprises. 

The L. Kauffman Company has also 
been added to the list of industries 
this year, with a wool-pulling plant 
and wholesale hide house. con- 
cern employs about thirty workmen 
regularly. 

The General Petroleum Company, 
which concern owns and operates the 
pipe line from the Midway oll flelds 
near Bakersfield to Los Angeles, has 
located its pumping plant, refinery 
and topping plant at Jefferson street 
and Santa Fe avenue and has made a 
total investment there of about $600,- 
000. Employing about 100 men, it has 
made arrangements to pipe fuel oil 
to all of the larger manufacturing 
plants in the district 

The Vernon Basket Factory, mak- 
ing all kinds of basketa, is employing 
twenty-five to thirty men in season, 
and the Pacific Coast Concrete Fac- 
tory, manufacturing all kinds of con- 
crete products, employs ten to fifteen 
men, regularly. The Monarch Foun- 
dry, in the same vicinity, employs t- 
teen to twenty men. The M. & X. 
Broom Factory, another new concern, 
employs ten to fifteen men. 

The above concerns, totaling nine, 
and employing about 950 men, have 
built factories or are completing fac- 
tories in Vernon at this time, all hav- 
ing been past

ASADENA, Dec. 20.—Dr. Fitch 
P C. E. Mattison and Miss Mabel 

Seibert will reign as king and 
queen of the Tournament of Roses. 
Their reign will last but a day, but 
at that, the secret of who was to sit 
on the throne that day has caused 
no little curiosity in Pasadena. 

Several weeks ago the Tourna- 
ment of Roses Association made the 
selection, but declared that the choice 
of the directors would be kept a 
secret until the tournament should 
be nearer at hand. Since then there 
has been much apeculation as to who 
the momarchs were, and scores of 
popular clubmen and society belles of 
the city have been named by one 
and another, each of whom was sure 
that he was right. 

Dr. Mattison has set about seeking 
information as to how he should be 
attired and how he shall carry him- 
self in the chief office of the tourna- 
ment, and, though he did yesterday 
get a little away from the language 
of the court in saying that he “had 
never before held a kings job.” no- 
body in Pasadena, or out of it, knows 
more about the Pasadena Tourna- 
ments of Roses than he does, how suc- 
cessful they have been in the past, 
and how this winter's is to be better 
than any of the preceding ones. 

He has been a resident of the city 
for fifteen years and each year has 
had something to do with the arrange- 
ments for and carrying out of the 
tournaments, though he has not been 
in the spotlight to the extent that 
he will be this year. 

“If I do not lose my head,” he said 
yesterday, “I will guarantee that my 


rule on New Year's Day will meet 
with the favor of my subjects.” 

“I am greatly honored by the ap- 
pointment,” said Miss Seibert at her 
home, No. 41 North Madison avenue, 
yesterday. “I am also grateful to 
the Tournament of Roses Association, 
as I know all loyal Pasadenans are, 
for the pains they are taking to make 
the tournament this year the success 
it is going to be. Its success is already 
assured. It will be the greatest tour- 
nament ever given.” 

The king and queen will ride in the 
floral parade in a magnificent state 
carriage, which will be one of the 
Prettiest of the floats. They will be 
seated on a handsome throne and the 
regal robes in which they will be 
attired have been designed and are 
already in the making. After the 
parade they will occupy a royal box at 
Tournament Park, where an enter- 
tainment is to be given in the after- 
noon of New Year's Da. consisting 
of chariot races and other sports. 

Further plans were made yesterday 
for the afternoon entertainment at 
Tournament Park on New Year's Day. 
Besides chariot races, there is to be 
some hippodrome riding, which will 
be one of the sights of the day.

Levengood of Pomona, E. B. Cornell 
of Porterville and M. Wiggings of 
Walnut. -The names of the riders in 
the hippodrome race have not yet 
been announced. There will be three 
horses in each team and the men will 
ride with their feet on the backs of 
the outside horses, There will be run- 
ning races, trotting races, and all that 
there has ever been at any previous 
entertainment there, with a great deal 
more. This year there will also be 
an athletic track and feld meet.

Expert on Dry Farming Buys Tract 
of Land Near Escondido—Olives 
Will Be Planted. 

ESCONDIDO, Dec. 19.—For a home 
and an experimental station for sei- 
entific farming announcement is 
made by W. E. Alexander, president 
of the Escondido Valley Land and 
Planting Company, of the sale to 
Harvey W. Campbell and his son of 
forty acres of land east of the city, 
on the San Pasqual Valley road.

Manufacturers of United States Watching Progress of « 


First Factory Center in the 


West to Be Planned Along 


Ideal Lines—Another Mammoth Plant to Be Started at 


Torrance Neat Month. 
ANUFACTURERS city 
M planners in all parts of the 

United States are watching with 
keen interest the progress of Tor- 
rance, Southern California's modern 
new industrial city, the establishment 
of which eighteen months ago marked 
the beginning of a new era in in- 
dustrial development on the Pacific 
Coast. While the industrial develop- 
ment of Southern California began 
in earnest several years ago, it was 
not until the founding of Torrance on 
April 12, 1912, that an organized at- 
tempt was ever made in the West to 
create an industrial suburb along 
purely ideal lines, the purpose of 
which was to separate residence and 


business sections of a city from its 
heavy district. 


Advocating the progressive idea 
that the indiscriminate locating of 
large factories in congested districts 
of Los Angeles was fundamentally 
wrong, the founders of Torrance, 
comprising a group of the strongest 
men financially on the Pacific Coast, 
believed that the development of the 
Los Angeles Harbor called for a near- 
by manufacturing suburb planned 
along strictly progressive lines. They 
sought to give the workmen substantta! 
and artistic homes containing al! 
modern conveniences and bullt amid 
attractive surroundings. This, they 
believed, was a necessary part of their 
investment, because it guaranteed 
contentment and higher efficiency. 

The result was a carefully planned, 
organised development, the product 
of years of experience, instead of a 


would degenerate into an offensive 
slum. The Torrance plan has ap- 
pealed to manufacturers, for already 
eight substantia! industries, the prod- 
ucts of which are daily going into 
the markets of the world, have been 
located in the new town, while sev- 
eral others are under contract to come 
later. 
IMMENSE SHOPS. 

The largest manufacturing plant 
now being operated there is the Un- 
ion Tool Company, formerly of Los 
Angeles, and one of the largest of its 
kind in the West. Nearly 600 are em- 
ployed in this plant. which occupies 
twenty-fve acres and which manu- 
factures most of the oil well tools 
used on the Coast, together with sta- 
tionary gasoline engines and pumps. 
The main building of this plant is 
nearly 1000 feet long and in it are 
housed the company's immense ma- 
chine shops. All the buildings are 
constructed along the lines of the 
other Torrance factories, with a view 
to perfeet light and ventilation. The 
plant consisig of six principal unt 
machine shop, foundry, forge shop, 
warehouse, pattern shop and pattern 
storage shop. The shops are equipped 
with the most modern appliances ft- 
ted with electrically driven motors. 

The plant of the Pacifie Metal 
Products Company is rum in har- 
mony with the Union Tool Company.

DISHES OF MIDDLE AGES. 


Our Forefathers Ate Many Vege- 
tables That Have Since Disap- 
peared From the Menu. 

New York San:] A German 


publishes an article on_the lost 
of the Middle Ages. It ms that the 
art of cooking has declined, and that 


is in part due to the changing fash- 
lone in food. 

For instance, in Germany, in the 
Middle Ages, many vegetables were 
eaten which have long since disap- 
eared from the table, such as violet 
eaves mixed with young nettles, 
thisties and green wheat, and boiled 
hemp seeds. 

Salads were made of mallow 
leaves, celery roots and purslane 
mixed with salt and pepper, for oil 
was almost unknown. Olive oil was 
considered to smack of effeminacy. 
and Italian luxury. Horse- 
sauce was used instead. 

The origin of sauerkraut is lost in 
antiquity. But it was certainly in- 
vented by the German hausfrau long 
before caulifiower or artichokes or 
potatoes were known. 

The potato revolutionized the fare 
of the poor. who had formerly to 
rely on the roots of wild plants. The 
variety of meats was larger. includ- 
ing beavers, and in the case of Berne, 
bears were kept for food. Spices and 
aromatics were much sought after 
and far more used for cooking. 

Ginger and nutmeg were used to 
favor many dishes that have now 
vanished from our tables. And, for- 
tunately, in this country and Ger- 
many the dishes of small birde of all 
kinds that were an essential feature 
of a dinner have also ne out of 
fashion. We no longer ke black- 
bird= and finches in ples. 


EFARTH SPLIT IN TWO, 


> . 

Theory that Murope and America 

Were Originally United and Sep- 

arated by Convulsion of Nature. 

[New York American:] North and 
South America, Furope, Asia, Africa 
and Australia were formerly all one 
immense continent. They became sep- 
arated and the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans were formed ages ago when 
the crust of the earth split into two 
great gaps from pole to pole. That 
this is the true explanation of the 
present arrangement of the earth's 
surface is proved, A. Henry Savage- 
Landor believes, by new evidence 
which he gathered on his recent long 
and perilous trip into thee least-known 
regions of South America. 

“I have never believed,“ says Mr. 
Savage-Landor, in the account of his 
expedition just published, “In the 
well-known theory that a continent, 
now submerged, once existed de- 
tween America, Europe and Africa 
where the Atlantic Ocean now ia 
Here is what really happened: The 
earth at one period changed its shape 
—when, is merely guesswork and is 
of no consequence here—and the 
crust of the earth—not the core, mind 
you, split into two great gaps from 
pole to pole, with @ number of other 
minor fissures. In other words, the 
earth opened just like the skin of an 
overheated baked apple. 

“The African and American conti 
nents, as well as Australia, with New 
Guinea, the Celebes Islands, the Phil- 
ippine Archipelago, and China, which 
before that event formed part of one 
immense continent, thus became di- 
vided, leaving North and South Amer- 
ica isolated, between the Atlantic d 
the Pacific, which were then, and only 
then, formed. 

“It is easy, by looking intelligently 
at a map. to reconstruct the former 
shape of the world. You will notice 
that the most western portion of Af- 
rica fits exactly into the gap between 
North and South America, while the 
entire African coast between Dahomey 
and the Cape Colony fits perfectly, in 
all tte indentations and projections, 
into the coast line of South Amer-

going to do what we can to educate 
drivers to respect chufches and bos 
pitals.
